Sotith Coffee Men Charged With 


Night Whipping 


THE ELBA CLIPPER. 


Of Two Women; 


Victims And Others Are Arrested 


Five women, two of them the 
principals in the flogging cases, 
have been arrested and placed in 
jail at Elba during the week on 
warrants sworn out in Justice 
Court at Blba on charges rang- 
ingg from abusive language to as- 
sault and battery, 

The women arrested are Mrs, 
Audie Johnson, Pearl Johnson, 
Nell Johnson, Willie Mae Sasser 
and Lodell Hall, Court attaches 
said that bonds had been carried 
out but at noon Wednesday all 
women were still being held, Bond 
for the Hall woman was expected 
to be made during the afternoon, 


With a special Grand Jury ses- 
sion under consideration, state and 
Coffee County authorities this 
week were rounding out an inves- 
tigation of the recent flogging of 
two white women by about eight 
masked assailants which state au- 
thorities said appeared to have 
been the aftermath of a school 
children’s quarrel. 

Assisting Coffee County authori- 
ties and Cireuit Solicitor J, Alex 
Huey were several members of 
Atty. Gen. Thomas §S, Lawson's 
staff and State Highway Patrol 
investigators, ordered into the in- 
vestigation recently by Gov. Frank 
M, Dixon, 

Officers were reported to be 
Speeding their investigation with 
the expectation that Circuit Judge 
W. L, Parks of Troy would order 
& special Grand Jury probe, pos- 
sibly within a week. 

Already three Coffee County 
farmers have been indicted on 
charges of flogging —a felony 
charge involving a maximum pen- 
itentiary sentence of 10 years— 
end two others have been arrested 
on warrants charging them with 
participation in the flogging, In- 
vestigators here Monday said they 
hoped to have evidence in readi- 
ness when the Grand Jury meets 
sufficient to link “several others.” 


While the band of floggers re- 
portedly were masked and wore 
makeshift robes to disguise their 
identities, both Circuit Solicitor 
Huey and Atty. Gen. Lawson said 
there appeared to be no connec- 
tion between the floggers’ disguise 
and Ku Klux Klan regalia. 

Instead, according to reports of 
investigators, the attacks are be- 
lieved to have resulted from a 
quarrel between several children 
on their way home from school, a 
day or so before the floggings, 
the night of March 6, 

Some of the children involved in 
the quarrel were reported to be 
related to the victims of the mask- 
ed assailants and investigators 
said they had been told that the 
floggings came shortly after the 
two women “took up” for their 
youthtful relatives, 

Victims of the flogging were 
Mrs, Audie Johnson, about 38, se- 
verely beaten while in bed by the 
intruders who first rained several 
blows with a four-foot switch or 
whip on Mrs, Johnson's son-in- 
Jaw, and knocked him to the floor, 
and Miss Lodell Hall, 17, who was 
dragged from her residence near- 
by and brutally whipped, 

The victims resided in the same 
neighborhood, near Brooklyn 
about eight miles.from Elba. 

The first flogging was admin-

istered to Mrs, Johnson, at about 
S p.m., and the second to Miss 
Hall. Shortly afterwards, offic- 
ers said their investigation dis- 
closed, Miss Hall, officers said the 
investigation showed, was taken 
from the house where her mother 
lay crippled in bed, while other 
members of the family were fore- 
ed to remain inside, 

The victims, members of tenant 
farm families of Coffee County, 
were said to have been ordered 
by their assailants to leave the 
community immediately, Since 
the attack both have departed, 
reportedly for another nearby 
community. 

At Troy Monday afternoon, 
Judge Parks told inquirers that 
he had under consideration the 
calling of a special Grand Jury te 
delve deeper into the Coffee Coun- 
ty attack and would reach a de- 
cision in “a day or two.” 

The three men who have been 
indicted and the two others charg- 
ed in warrants with participation 
in the flogging are all farmers and 
reside in the area near Kinston. 

Under indictment are Fred Red- 
mon, Charles McPherson and Tobe 
Nelson, Allen Johnson and Luther 
Pope were arrested on warrants. 

All five were released on bond 
shortly after arrest, 

In Montgomery Monday after- 
noon Atty.-Gen, Lawson reported 
that authorities were “making 
food progress” on the investiga- 
tion and expressed belief that the 
probe would be in readiness for a 
Special Grand Jury inquiry, should 
one be called by Judge Parks. 

“The men were definitely dis- 
guised, according to the informa- 
tion received by investigators, but 
I don’t think you could call it a 
Ku Klux Klan regalia,” the attor- 
ney-general said. 

Makeshift robes and masks were 
worn by the assailants, Atty.-Gen. 
Lawson added, and several of the 


group were reported also to have’ 


used paint or chalk to further dis- 
guise their faces, 

The anti flogging law under 
which a person may receive a 
maximum sentence of 10 years, 
Lawson said, was passed in 1927 
and applies to persons found guil- 
ty of flogging while wearing masks 
or other similar disguises, 

Atty.-Gen, Lawson said, further- 
more, that there has been no flog- 
ging cases reported in Coffee 
County since the March 6 flog- 
gings of the two women.

The sheriff can- 
not mail out any ballot until he 
has received a written request 
from the voter, These requests 
can be made in person or through 
the mail, 

All voters who expect to be 
away from their voting place and 
wish to cast an absentee ballot 
should make this written request, 
if they expect to receive a ballot. 
Section 7 of Wlection Laws ap- 
proved April 19, 1938, says: “Any 
Judge of Probate, Chairman of 
Hxecutive Committee of a politi- 
eal party, Mayor or other chief 
executive officer of a municipality, 
or any person acting in his or their 
stead, as herein provided, who shall 
deliver or cause to be delivered an 
absentee ballot to any absentee 
voter without first receiving a 
written application therefor sign- 
ed by the voter, or any person 
other than the duly authorized 
election officers who shall open an 
envelope knowing it to contain an 
absentee ballot shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, 
shall be fined not less than $50.00, 
nor more than $500.00.” 

It will be seen by this that an 
absentee ballot cannot be issued 
without a written request, so if 
you want to vote by this method 
send in your application on time, 
Absentee'ballots will be available 
until May 2nd,

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POM ee 
COTTON SEKD TREATMENT 

Present indications are that a 
large number of farmers this sea- 
son in Coffee County will treat 
their cotton seed with a mercury 
dust, The results of seed treat- 
ment have been such as to justify 
using it every season, It destroys 
certain diseases which cause cot- 
ton to die when it first comes up. 

It is important in the use of 
the seed treatments to observe a 
fow precautions, as follows: 

1, Use only mercury dust com- 
pound, which is distinetly printed 
on the package as being’ recom- 
mended for treatment of cotton 
feed, There are many mercury 
compounds, but only a very few 
can be used for seed treatment, 
Be sure you get the right one, 

2. Apply the compound in ac- 
cordance with the manufacturer's 
instructions, 

3. Any seed which have been 
tveated that are not used for plant- 
ing purposes should be destroyed. 
Do not let treated seed get into a 
load that will be sent to the oil 
mill and by all means do not feed 
them to any livestock on the farm, 
The treatment is poisonous, 

The treatment is easily applied 
by use of a barrel machine which 
can be easily made at home from 
instructions which are available at 
my office, 

Several concerns in the county 
have special machines for apply- 
ing the mercury dust. 

Be sure to treat cotton seed and 
by all means follow the precau- 
tions set out above, 


County’s Peanut Acreage Allot- 
ment Increased 

Due to an increase in the 1940 
National Peanut Acreage Allot- 
ment, Coffee County's 1940 pea- 
nut acreage allotment has been in- 
creased from 38,125 acres to 40,522 
acres, or an increase of 2,397 acres. 
This is Coffee County's share of 
the 14,000 acres which were re- 
stored to the nine original peanut 
counties, 

With this increase of 2,397 
acres farmers will not get the 
same allotment of peanut acres 
as they had in 19389 because in 
1989 our county allotment was 
42,500 acres and as stated above 
our 1940 allotment is only 40,522 
acres, 

The increase of 2,397 acres will 
be distributed to individual farms 
on equal basis just as soon as it 
is humanly possible to do so.

More than 125 farmers of Elba 
area are’ cooperating in the sweet 
potato improvement program be- 
ing sponsored by the vocational 
workers of this section, 

The new improved copper skin 
Porto Rican variety has been se- 
lected and these farmers are buy- 
ing certified plants to be set out 
between the 15th and 80th of 
April, 

Members of the Basin, Brook- 
lyn, Curtis, Mt, Zion, Pine Level 
und Zion Chapel vocational even- 
ing’ classes have ordered coopera- 
tively more than 800,000 of these 
new improved potato plants, 

Some plan to put out only a 
small patch and later use yine 
cutting for increasing their acre- 
age, These farmers have a three- 
fold purpose in growing the new 
type sweet potatoes, as follows: 

1. To improve the home seed 
Supply since most of the old po- 
latoes are diseased and do not 
keep well, 

2. To increase the yields with 
& more uniform and prolific ya- 
riety for use as food at home and

3. To help supply some of the 
early markets with a better mar- 
ketable potato which demands a 
premium in price,

OASH IN ADVANOK 
NOW IS GOOD TIME TO 
DESTROY FLYING ANTS 


AUBURN, Ala, This is the 
time of year for rural and urban 
residents to discover and destroy 
flying ants (termites), advises 
W. A. Ruffin, extension entomol- 
ogist, 

“It has been found helpful to 
treat the soil under the infested 
house by filling a trench near the 
foundation walls with waste crank- 
cuse oil,” he says, 

“Another way is to treat the 
soil with paradichlorobenzene, This 
material should be used at the rate 
of one ounce per linear foot of 
foundation and should be applied 
in a shallow trench against the 
foundation and the dirt tightly 
packed over the crystals, All 
termites in the surrounding’ soil 
will be killed and the treatment 
will remain effective for approxi- 
mately six months. 

“Paradichlorobenzene is harm- 
tess to human beings, but will 
kill plants within a radius of sey- 
cral feet.” 


WELL FED WORKSTOCK DO 
MORE AND BETTER WORK 


AUBURN, Ala,—When proper- 
ly fed, horses and mules do more 
and better work, 

“Animals doing heavy work 
need one to one and one-half 
pounds of grain and one pound of 
roughage for each 100 pounds ot 
liveweight,” advises Dr, R. S. 
Sugg, extension livestock special 
ist. 

Suggested rations for 1,000- 
pound animals doing heavy work 
are: 

No, 1—Corn 7 pounds, oats 7 
pounds and hay 10 pounds, 

No, 2—Corn 12 pounds, cotton- 
seed meal 2 pounds, and hay 10 
pounds, 

No, 3 Ground ear corn 165 
pounds, cottonseed meal 2 pounds, 
and hay 10 pounds. 

Hach animal will need about 60 
bushels of corn and two tons of 
hay during a year, 


INTERPLANTED LEGUMES 
DECREASE CORN YIELDS 

AUBURN, Ala,—Tests by the 
Alabama Experiment Station show 
that the South's 25-year-old prac- 
tice of planting legumes, such as 
velvet beans, cowpeas, and SOy- 
beans, in corn middles during May, 
June and July is a bad practice 
on land that will produce more 
than 15 bushels of corn per acre, 

On the other hand, the practice 
is all right on poor land where 
the corn yields are 15 bushels or 
less per acre, as the corn will not 
make a good yield with or without 
the legumes, In calling these 
facts to the attention of farmers, 
Dr. J. W. Tidmore, agronomist, 
Alabama Experiment Statio n, 
8ives the following results: 

At Headland corn alone made 
14 bushels while corn and velvet 
beans together gave a yield of 8 
bushels; at Belle Mina the yield 
of corn alone was 37 bushels while 
corn and velvet beans gave a yield 
of 25 bushels, and at Crossville a 
rotation of cotton, vetch and corn 
gave a yield of 40 bushels per 
acre while cotton, vetch, corn, and 
beans gave a yield of 29 bushels 
per acre. 


RETURN FROM 100 HENS 
EQUAL 7 BALES COTTON 


AUBURN, Ala.—The annual 
£ross income from 100 hens equals 
that of seven bales of lint cotton. 

This is reported by John B 
Ivey, extension poultry specialist, 
who has just completed a three- 
year survey of poultry keeping 
projects in Alabama, 

“The summary on 673 farms 
with 111,254 hens shows an aver- 
age annual egg production of 169 
Css, average price of eggs 24.3 
cents per dozen, gross income of 
$332.37 per 100 hens, and income 
above feed cost of $152.80 per 
100 hens, or $1.52 per hen. 

Average price of cotton for the 
three-year period was 9.59 cents 
per pound, On this basis it would 
require 3,554 pounds, or seven 
hales of cotton, to equal the gross 
income per 100 hens, 

Assuming that the farmer pro- 
duced three-fourths of the poultry 
ration on his farm in the form 
cf corn, or corn, wheat and oats, 
and assuming that the average 
price of supplement was $3 per 
100 pounds, the 111,254 hens fur- 
nished a market for home grown 
corn at $2.57 a bushel. The daily 
cash income was 91 cents per 
100 birds.

I. God Calling Sinners (6:1, 2). 


The great loving heart of God 
longs after wayward men, Though 
they have in deliberate unbelief 
turned from Him, yet He sends His 
messenger to bring them His gra- 
cious invitation. No more beautiful 
word can be spoken than ‘‘Come." 
It speaks of an open door, of a for- 
giving spirit, of a desire for renewed 
fellowship, 

Come, O sinner, and meet the 
Saviour. He {t {s who by both life 
and death has revealed the fullness 
of God's love to you. In Him you 
will find entrance into eternal life 
and joy. He says, ‘I am the door, 
by me if any man enter in he shall 
be saved" (John 10:9), 

Observe also the word “return,” 
The invitation from God is not only 
to those who have never known Him, 
but also to the backslider. How 
many miserably unhappy backslid- 
den Christians there are in the 
world! Friend, if you are one of 
them, this invitation is especially for 
you! 

II. God’s Dealings With Sinners 
(6:3-7), 

Our Lord is both compassionate 
and faithful in His dealings with 
sinners, He will win them with love 
and tenderness if they permit Him 
to do so, but if necessary He can 
also use the rod of punishment or 
the storm of unpleasant circum- 
stances to drive them to Him. Re- 
member that both the tenderness 
and the severity of God are expres- 
sions of His love. 

With Israel God wanted to come 
as the gentle, reviving rain from 
heaven (vy. 3), but because of their 
unrepentant attitude (v. 4) He had 
to come forth as One who hews down 
and destroys (v. 5). Even in thus 
breaking down and destroying He is 
only preparing to rebuild. As the 
surgeon must first hurt in order to 
heal, God must sometimes cut deep- 
ly in order to remove the blight of 
sin, 

These lines will probably be read 
by many who have wondered at the 
dealings of God with them. Perhaps 
they have been inclined to condemn 
Him as being unkind or severe. Let 
them be assured that God is love 
and that back of all of His dealings 
with men there is His tender pur- 
pose to bring them unto Himself for 
salvation or for blessing, 

I, God Healing Sinners (14;4-9). 

When sinners come to Him with 
words of repentance (14:1) God is 
ready to meet them and to heal all 
of their sins and backslidings. Ob- 
serve that not only will He heal their 
past sins, but will cause their pres- 
ent position to be such that He may 
“love them freely" (vy. 4), and then 
their future will be one of great 
glory. God is infinitely gracious 
and pours out His love without 
measure upon tie sinner who re- 
turns to Him. 

Verses 5 to 8 give a beautiful pic- 
ture of God's blessings on the life of 
the regenerated man, The lily (y. 
5) speaks of stately royal beauty. 
Lebanon (y. 5) is strength and sta- 
bility, even as the great cedars of 
Lebanon were treasured for their 
strength. The spreading branches 
(v. 6) tell of expansion and growth. 
The olive tree (v. 6), the corn and 
the vine (v. 7), all speak of fruitful- 
ness and usefulness. The smell of 
Lebanon (vy. 6) is the smell of cedar 
and bespeaks a life so fragrant that 
it spreads around it the ‘‘sweet savor 
of Christ’ (II Cor. 2:15). The ever- 
green fir tree (y. 8) speaks of con- 
stant freshness and beauty, 

God has all these things in mind 
for every Christian, that is, for ev- 
ery sinner who will repent and turn 
to Him through Christ, and for every 
backslider who will return to Him 
today.

TO THE VOTERS AND TAXPAYERS OF

Again I shall have to forego the pleasure of making 
any personal canvass of the voters, The Judge of Probate 
is also Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners, 
and a very heavy program of Road and Bridge work is 
being carried on, und besides this, we have numerous other 
duties which must have constant attention of the Probate 
Judge. 


ROAD BUILDING PROGRAM 


Six years ago I pledged you a “Progressive Road 
Building Program”, and “Co-operation in State and Fed- 
eral Road Work’. Look around and see what we have 
accomplished. We have some paved roads running 
through and connecting with other counties, and we have 
under contract with the State Highway Commission other 
roads for construction and paving, which will give to 
Coffee County many miles of permanent roads. We have 
a program for building ‘‘Farm-To-Market’”’ Roads. We 
have a County-Wide W.P.A. Road and Bridge Project, 
which embraces many miles of County Roads and County 
Bridges. We see no necessity now of changing our road 
building administration, or in any way weakening it. I 
again pledge you a continued and progressive road build- 
ing and road paving program. We hope to accomplish 
even more during the next six years. 


HONEST GOVERNMENT

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AAA ANNOUNCES PAYMENT 
RATES IN PROGRAM FOR 1940 


With the recent f&innouncement 
of parity payment rates, Coffee 
Councy farmers can now estimate 
the total amount they can earn 
through full participation in the 
1940 AAA Farm Program, sc- 
cording to County Agent Hugh 
I), Sexton, 

Parity payments, based on the 
hormal yields allotted acreages, 
will be made at the rate of 1,55 
cents per pound on cotton, and 10 
cents per bushel on wheat, No 
parity payments will be made on 
tobacco this year, since the price 
of the 1989 crop averaged above 
75 per cent of parity, 

In addition to parity payments, 
cooperating farmers will receive 
conservation payments based on 
the normal yield of their acreage 
allotments. Conservation rates for 
1940 are 1.6 cents per pound on 
cotton, 9 cents per bushel on 
wheat, 1 cent per pound for {71e- 
cured and burley tobacco, 1. * 
cents per hundred pounds on pe 
nuts, 3 cents per bushel on pota- 
toes, and $1.50 per acre on com- 
mercial yepgetables. 

Farmers may also earn special 
payments for carrying out approy- 
ed soil-building practices up to 
the maximum assistance available 
to the farm, The method of com- 
puting the maximum soil-building 
assistance is explained in the 
State AAA Handbook, a copy of 
which is available to every farmer.

Forty-seven Coffee County peo- 
ple have died of cancer during the 
past four years. Thirteen died 
during 1939, Cancer is curable if 
discovered early. We all need to 
have a regular physical examina- 
tion and a thorough one, 

More Alabama deaths among 
white women between 35 and 54 
years of age were attributed in 
1938 to cancer than to any other 
Single cause, Dr. J, N. Baker, State 
Health Officer, Montgomery, points 
out in calling attention to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proclamation des- 
ignating April as Cancer Control 


Month throughout the United 
States, 

“Although cancer is still one of 
our most serious medical and 


health problems, and constituting 
a particularly serious problem for 
women, the outlook for the cancer 
patient is much more hopeful than 
it was even just a few years ago,” 
he said. “Whenever treatment is 
begun in the early stages, the pa- 
tient has a good chance of recov- 
ery. The American Society for 
the Control of Cancer has issued 
figures showing that, for instance, 
early-stage treatment of cancer of 
the skin results in 95 recoveries 
out of every 100 persons treated, 
whereas the cures among those 
who wait until a late stage has 
been reached represent only 30 
cut of every 100 treated.” 

Dr. Baker urged those having 
persistent lumps, sores that fail 
to heal within a reasonable time, 
or other conditions that possibly 
may be due to cancer to see their 
physicians without delay and ob- 
tain examinations to determine 
whether they have this disease.
